Dr.  Rouse  Directs  Campaign 

Mississippi  Woman’s  College  has 
completed  the  organization  for  the  en¬ 
dowment  campaign.  Upon  the  basis  of 
the  authorization  of  the  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  last  November,  the  Trustees  of 
Mississippi  Woman’s  College  instruct¬ 
ed  Dr.  I.  E.  Rouse,  President,  Missis¬ 
sippi  Woman’s  College,  to  set  up  an 
organization  for  the  promotion  of  the 
endowment  drive  and  gathering  of  the 
$225,000  additional  endowment  needed 
by  Mississippi  Woman's  College  as  a 
minimum  requirement  for  financial 
security.  At  a  recent  tneetlng  of  the 
district  chairmen  in  Jackson  at  the 
Baptist  Building,  steps  were  taken  for 
the  completion  of  an  over-all  orga¬ 
nization.  Certain  procedures  were 
also  set  up  to  cover  matters  of  pub¬ 
licity  and  Information  required  to  in¬ 
form  the  people  as  to  what  is  expected, 
how  much  Is  expected,  and  when. 

It  was  unanimously  the  belief  of  the 
general  organization  that  Mississippi 
Baptists  could  and  would  give  the 
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$225,000  on  any  day  they  gave  them¬ 
selves  to  the  task.  April  17  was  de¬ 
signated  Victory  Day  anl  all  churches 
were  to  be  asked  to  set  aside  that  day 
to  make  Immortal  Mississippi  Woman's 
College.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
Lord,  Jesus  Christ,  having  died  one* 
for  all,  and  having  risen  from  tha 
grave,  sits  on  the  seat  of  authority  un¬ 
til  He  shall  have  finished  hi«  work. 
Easter  Sunday,  the  day  commonly  ob¬ 
served  as  resurrection  day,  was  chosen 
to  make  secure  a  great  lnstutlon  that 
It  no  longer  suffer  suspension,  but 
should  rise  step  by  step  to  serve  a 
great  section  of  our  state.

Theron  Rankin,  executive  secretary  at 
the  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board  has 
returned  after  a  two-weeks  visit  to 
Baptist  missions  In  Costa  Rica,  Colom¬ 
bia,  and  Venezuela. 

He  participated  In  the  organization¬ 
al  meeting  of  the  Colombo- Venezue¬ 
lan  Baptist  Convention  at  Barran- 
qullla  February  9-11,  when  more  than 
200  delegates  of  the  “younger” 
churches  of  San  Andres  Island,  Co¬ 
lombia.  and  Venezuela  united  In  fel¬ 
lowship  and  service,  with  the  pastor  at 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Caracas 
as  the  first  president. 

Dr.  Everett  GUI.  Jr,  the  Board's 
Latin  American  secretary,  who  was 
one  of  the  party  of  four  from  Rich¬ 
mond  in  attendance  upon  the  conven¬ 
tion,  made  the  opening  address  In 
Spanish.  Dr.  Frank  K.  Means,  secre¬ 
tary  of  missionary  education  and  pro¬ 
motion.  also  addressed  the  convention. 
Rev.  Fon  H.  Scofield,  director  of  visual 
education,  was  present  to  make  a  mo¬ 
tion  picture  of  the  sessions,  which 
were  held  In  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Barranqullla,  with  capacity  crowds 
exceeding  1,200  at  tha  evening  ses¬ 
sions. 


Hungarian  Gov't.  Cracks  Down 
On  Mindszenty  Supporters 

VIENNA  — (RN8) — Retaliatory  mea¬ 
sures  are  being  taken  by  the  Hun¬ 
garian  government  against  persons 
who  refused  to  sign  petitions  demand¬ 
ing  the  death  sentence  for  Joseph 
Cardinal  Mindszenthy  or  were  guilty 
of  other  “political  offenses”  In  con¬ 
nection  with  the  cardinal’s  trial,  ac¬ 
cording  to  refugees  who  have  fled 
here  from  Hungary. 

They  reported  that  about  300  Mind¬ 
szenty  sympathizers  have  been  dis¬ 
charged  from  civil  service  positions  or 
Jobs  In  nationalized  Industries  and  are 
now  awaiting  internment  in  forced 
labor  camps  or  possible  deportation  to 
concentration  camps  in  Russia. 

Several  well-informed  refugees  de¬ 
clared  that  many  priests,  nuns,  Catho¬ 
lic  teachers,  and  other  antl-Commun- 
lsts  have  been  hidden  by  farmers,  but 
since  the  Mindsxenty  verdict  Com¬ 
munist  surveillance  has  been  extended 
so  efficiently  that  no  farmer  now 
dares  offer  shelter  to  any  of  the  cardi¬

Disciplinarians  Grow 

A  group  of  people  recently  were 
discussing  the  various  sects  that 
are  growing  more  active  in  reli¬ 
gious  circles  throughout  many  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  uation.  One  presented 
the  following  thought  from  The 
Western  Recorder. 

Here  is  a  startling  paragraph 
from  the  pen  of  John  W.  Brad¬ 
bury,  Watchman-Examiner: 

“It  is  common  knowledge  that 
the  fastest  growing  Christian 
Sect  in  this  country  is  the  As¬ 
sembly  of  God.  It  is  significant 
that  their  requirements  for 
membership  are  the  sternest  of 
any  we  know.  They  require,  and 
after  a  reasonable  time  expel 
those  not  meeting  the  require¬ 
ments,  that  all  members.  .  .  not 
participate  in  any  worldly  af¬ 
fairs.  Tithing  is  another  require¬ 
ment.  Membership  is  not  easily 
obtained,  or  kept.  Commenting 
on  a  meeting  of  this  denomina¬ 
tion  in  their  city,  the  Atlanta 
Co  ns  dilution,  Georgia,  states: 
“These  requirements,  we  observe* 
in  all  kindness,  would  empty 
many  churches  if  rigidly  en¬ 
forced.”  Rev.  Paul  Cook,  speak¬ 
ing  for  the  Convention,  said  they 
would  have  no  reason  for  exist¬ 
ence  if  the  more  established 
churches,  such  as  the  Presby¬ 
terians,  Baptists.  Methodists,  and 
so  on,  lived  up  to  their  origins. 
“We  supply  that  fervor  and  zeal 
which  all  churches  once  had.”  he 
said,  “but  which  they  have  lost 
in  the  attainment  of  social  and 
financial  power,  and  in  the  intel¬ 
lectual’  religion  which  is  an  in¬ 
evitable  by  -  product  of  such 
power.”  It  is  God's  method  to 
speak  through  many  voices  and 
through  different  forms.  When 
the  church  goes  worldly  or  cold-' 
ly  intellectual.  He  has  again  and 
•gain  manifested  Himself 
through  spiritual  channels  capa¬ 
ble  of  holy  living  and  divins 
emotion.  Is  God  speaking  to  the 
Christian  churches  of  our  land 
through  such  media  as  the  As¬ 
semblies  of  God?” 

The  above  named  religious 
group  and  others  like  them,  even 
with  all  their  errors,  demon¬ 
strate  that  churches  and  denomi¬ 
nations  lose  heavily  by  relaxing 
standards  of  Christian  behavior. 
Even  the  worldling  admires  the 
church  that  makes  demands  of

Is  This  Evangelism? 

A  new  type  of  evangelism  Is  being 
Introduced  by  the  Episcopal  Church 
Rev.  Henry  Knox  8herUl.  presiding 
bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  has  announced  that,  as  a  part 
of  an  evangelistic  campaign  to  bring 
70.000.000  unchurched  Americans  into 
the  Episcopal  fold,  weekly  dramatic 
broadcasts  will  feature  an  evangelical 
appeal. 

The  acting  Is  being  produced  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Episcopal 
Actors  Oulld.  The  radio  program  will 
be  under  the  general  title  of  “Orest 
Scenes  from  Orest  Plays."  The  first 
was  offered  on  October  1  arid  was  a 
presentation  of  the  balcony  scene  from 
Cyrano  de  Bergerac.  In  which  Walter 
Hampton  gave  the  rendition.  Following 
the  exhibition,  an  Invitation  was  given 
to  the  hearers  to  join  the  Episcopal 
Church.  Bishop  8herlll  has  high  hopes, 
for  he  sent  a  long  telegram  to  the 
eighty-seven  Episcopal  bishops  in  the 
United  8tates,  asking  them  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  welcome  Into  the  church 
"many  thousands"  of  nonchurchgoing 
Americans  expected  to  seek  spiritual 
sanctuary  after  hearing  the  new  pro¬ 
gram. 

We  have  long  had  the  feellng-that  a 
lot  of  church  people  are  using  the 
term  evangelism  without  thinking 
what  Its  contents  ought  to  be.  There 
can  be  no  evangelism  without  the 
"evangel"— which  is  the  Oospcl  of 
Christ.  There  can  be  no  "spiritual 
sanctuary"  unless  sinners  admit  the 
Spirit  of  God  Into  their  hearts  and 
repent  of  their  sins,  accepting  the  pro¬ 
visions  made  for  their  redemption  In 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Dramatics 
cannot  be  separated  from  that  which 
Is  unreal.  The  souls  of  the  lost  must 
face  realistically  the  facts  of  their 
lives  and  destinies.  They  are  to  be 
saved — The  Watchman-Examiner.

Laurel  Church  Plans 

Attendance 

Campaign 

Second  Avenue  Church,  Laurel,  Rea. 
J.  H.  Street,  pastor,  is  planning  to  en¬ 
list  every  resident  member  in  church 
attendance.  The  church  has  voted  to 
emphasize  church  attendance  during 
March,  April  and  May.  The  slogan 
selected  is  “Love  thy  neighbor.” 

Plans  have  been  made  to  check  the 
attendance  of  members  at  each  morn¬ 
ing  service  during  the  three  months 
period.  At  the  end  of  the  time  a  list 
will  be  carefully  prepared  of  those 
who  have  not  attended,  or  who  have 
only  come  infrequently  and  a  com¬ 
mittee  will  call  upon  them,  urging 
them  to  renew  their  cooperation  with 
the  church  especially  in  regular  at¬ 
tendance. 

The  resolutions  adopted  by  the 

church  are  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  church  conduct  a  period 
of  emphasis  on  church  attendance  In 
the  months  of  March.  April  and  May, 
194#,  giving  special  attention  to  broth¬ 
ers  and  sisters  who  do  not  come  to 
church  at  all,  although  apparently 
able  to  attend.  The  slogan  of  this  cam¬ 
paign  will  be  "Love  Thy  Neighbor"; 
and  all  efforts  are  to  be  put  forth  in 
the  spirit  of  love  and  prayer.  The 
campaign  is  to  be  directed  by  the  pas¬ 
tor  and  all  church  workers  are  asked 
to  give  the  movement  their  loyal  sup¬ 
port  and  cooperation. 

2.  That  at  the  close  of  the  campaign 
a  list  be  carefully  prepared  of  those 
who  have  not  attended  or  who  have 
come  only  infrequently,  who  by  their 
own  statement  were  able  and  In  posi¬ 
tion  to  attend,  and  that  representa¬ 
tives  appointed  by  the  church,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  pastor,  visit  these  mem¬ 
bers  and  lovingly  and  prayerfully  urge 
them  to  renew  their  cooperation  with 
the  church,  especially  in  regular  at¬ 
tendance.

Wood 
Into  the  Gospel  ministry,  they  Im¬ 
mediately  surrendered  their  fanning 
interest  and  entered  Clarke  Memorial 
College  where  he  secured  his  diploma. 
He  also  has  his  degree  from  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  and  has  done  corres¬ 
pondence  work  from  the  New  Orleans 
seminary. 

Mr.  Wood  has  had  several  years  of 
rich  experiences  as  a  successful  pas¬ 
tor  and  evangelist.*  He  will  maintain 
headquarters  in  Bay  Springs  where  he 
will  establish  residence  after  the  first 
of  April. 

During  Mr.  Wood’s  two  years  at  Car-

Both  the  Copiah  County  and  Pearl 
River  Festivals  have  the  full  approval 
of  the  pastors  The  pastors  attend 
the  meetings,  sing  in  the  choirs  lead 
some  of  the  singing,  and  sing  with  the 
men  in  the  mens  chorus.  The  meetings 
are  held  on  Sunday  afternoon.  This 
avoids  a  conflict  with  the  regular  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  churches. 

Such  a  program  as  mentioned  above

been  held  and  we  have  had  no  pro¬ 
gram  that  has  been  as  practical  and 
has  reached  as  many  people  as  these 
programs  have.

This  work  Is  done  by  College  and 
Seminary  Students  who  are  volun¬ 
teers  for  mission  work.  The  following 
article  Is  written  by  Helen  Dale  Arm¬ 
strong.  one  of  our  Mississippi  girls, 
who  Is  a  student  at  our  W.  M.  U. 
Training  School.  She  worked  with  the 
Indians  In  New  Mexico  last  summer, 
as  a  Student  Missionary  under  the 
Home  Mission  Board  and  gives  us 
something  of  her  work  with  them. 

Thank  you  for  the  Bible  8chool!" 
Big  black  eyes  filled  with  tears  look¬ 
ed  up  Into  my  own  and  brought  an 
answering  tug  from  my  heart.  Along 
with  the  dark  eyes  were  the  bronzed 
features,  straight  black  hair,  gleam¬ 
ing  white  teeth  of  a  little  Indian  girl 
In  New  Mexico.  This  bright  little  Na¬ 
vajo  girl  had  attended  every  session 
of  a  Vacation  Bible  School  sponsored 
by  our  Baptist  Home  Mission  Board 
and  had  come  to  know  Jesus  as  her 
Savior  through  that  school. 

The  Indians  of  the  southwest,  one 
of  the  groups  with  which  our  mission¬ 
aries  In  the  homeland  work,  are  in¬ 
deed  a  fascinating  group  of  people. 
They  wear  unique,  colorful  dress;  they 
weave  beautiful  rugs  of  wool  from 
their  own  sheep;  they  also  weave  bas¬ 
kets  of  grass,  make  lovely  things  with 
brads,  and  mold,  bake,  and  paint  pot¬ 
tery  according  to  secret  skills  handed 
down  from  generation  to  generation. 
They  speak  difficult,  queer-sounding 
languages  (each  tribe  speaks  a  dif¬ 
ferent  one. ) 

They  are  almost  a  forgotten  people 
—certainly  a  neglected  one.  Some  of 
them  live  In  pueblos  (villages)  and 
others  far  out  on  the  reservations  In 
hogans  (mud  huts),  widely  scattered 
•o  that  they  can  find  grazing  lands 
for  their  sheep.  They  do  not  trust  the 
white ^nan;  they  do  not  want  to  learn 
his  language  and  give  up  their  ancient 
rites  for  our  way  of  life.  Neither  can 
we  blame  them  for  their  attitude; 
white  civilization  has  brought  to  them 
disease,  drunkenness,  and  poverty. 

Their  religion  is  a  religion  of  fear— 
fear  of  evil  spirits,  fear  of  darkness, 
fear  of  the  dead.  They  do  not  have  th© 
words  "soul ,"  “heaven."  or  “Jesus”  In 
their  own  language.  It  Is  difficult  for 
them  to  understand  our  religion,  yet 
numbers  of  them  have  accepted  Christ- 
It  1*  hard  for  them  to  give  up  their 
tribal  religion  and  face  persecution. 
It  is  hard  for  them  to  live  a  Chris¬ 
tian  life  in  the  midst  of  paganism 
*ith  no  example  before  them  ex- 
cept  the  H4es  of  the  missionaries.  8o 
It  is  that  our  missionaries  have  a  very 
difficult  task  to  bring  to  this  "for- 
fotten  peoples  of  our  southland.  Blit 
»nd  HU  love  for  aU  people. 

Yet  how  grateful  we  are  for  men 
*nd  women  who  are  willing  to  live  In 
hard  situations  and  uncomfortable 
conditions  In  order  that  the  Indians 
miRht  come  to  know  the  Jesus  way" 
*nd  have  guidance  as  they  walk  in 
the  “Jmu*  road."  Southern  Baptists 

ave  **nt  missionaries  to  establish 
mission  stations,  start  Sunday  Schools, 
hold  revivals  teach  Vacation  Bible 
Schools,  work  painstakingly  through 
nterpreters  and  with  the  supplies  and 
equipment  furnished  them  to  bring 


those  who  have  a  religion  of  fear  a 
religion  of  love. 

How  grateful  we  are  that  Southern 
Baptists  have  "remembered”  the  for¬ 
gotten  people  sof  our  southland.  But 
what  of  the  thousands  that  our  limit¬ 
ed  number  of  missionaries,  funds,  and 
equipment  have  been  unable  to  reach? 
If  they  are  forgotten.  It  is  not  be¬ 
cause  God's  love  has  failed;  it  is  be¬ 
cause  God's  people  have  not  shown 
their  love  for  him  enough.  Will  they 
in  the  future  look  at  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  with  tears  of  gratitude  In  their 
eyes  for  the  message  sent  to  them,  or 
will  they  never  have  a  chance  to  know 
the  meaning  of  that  love?  ?  ?

We 
do  well  to  ponder  long  and  prayerful¬ 
ly.  curtailing  our  World  Mission  Pro¬ 


gram,  even  for  a  comfortable  home 
base. 

Building  Programs  Mast  Be 
Successfully  Financed 
The  above  is  a  caption  for  an  arti¬ 
cle  by  Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd  of  Shreveport. 
Dr.  Dodd  makes  the  following  state¬ 
ments:  “I  believe  It  would  be  sound 
financial  policy  to  say  that  for  a 
church  building  program:  (X>  given 
the  lot  on  which  to  build  paid  for.  (Z)

AS  CHAPLAIN  IN  JAPAN 

The  many  friends  of  Rev.  Roy  Allen 
who  was  pastor  at  Kudora  and  Cren- 
•haw  some  ten  years  ago  will  be  glad 
to  know  that  he  is  serving  profitably 
as  an  Army  Chaplain  In  Japan  He  win 
aoon  complete  his  eighth  year.  He  is 
now  in  his  fifth  year  of  overseas  ser¬ 
vice.  with  more  than  taro  years  spent 
in  Japan.  In  a  letter  to  the  editor. 
Chaplain  Allen  wrote: 

“My  own  work  with  the  men  of  the 
famed  7th  Calvary  Regiment  here  in 
Tokyo  comes  first.  But  Ood  has  open¬ 
ed  up  the  way  to  have  a  Bible  Class 
In  my  own  home  and  during  the  noon 
hour  to  have  a  Bible  Class  for  Japa¬ 
nese  laborers  of  our  post  in  my  office. 
Through  one  of  the  Japanese  inter¬ 
preters  of  the  Regiment  we  have  had 
tnany  opportunities  to  tell  the  story 
of  Jesus.  God  has  blessed  His  work 
with  over  100  of  these  Japanese  em¬ 
bracing  the  Christian  Religion,  and 
the  Christ  we  all  know  and  love. 

"Miss  Sadako  Ishinatsu  whose  letter 
li  enclosed  came  to  my  office  and  to 
our  Wednesday  night  Bible  Class,  and 
at  the  altar  of  the  Chapel  put  her 
faith  in  Christ  after  we  read  and  ex¬ 
plained  scriptures  to  her  and  listened 
to  her  prayer  through  the  Interpreter. 

"I  have  two  military  Government 
teams  to  preach  to.  and  three  rest 
hotels,  besides  my  own  work  in  the 
segiment.  These  places  are  150  miles 
from  Tokyo,  and  I  go  by  Japanese 
train  and  bus.  As  the  train  stops  at 
farious  places  I  have  tracts  In  the 
Japanese  language  to  give  to  these 
rural  and  village  people.  They  crowd 
te  my  train  window  and  reach  up  to 
my  hand  to  snatch  a  tract  with  the 
glory  of  Jesus  in  their  own  language; 
Often  times  there  has  been  as  many 
•a  15  and  30  hands  reaching  to  my 
hand  and  saying,  T  want  one.’  " 

Chaplain  Allen  also  sent  two  letters 
written  by  a  Japanese,  parts  of  which 
are  printed  below: 

"After  the  war  was  over,  the  atrocl- 
Om  by  Japanese  soldiers  were  revealed. 
X  was  very  much  frightened. 

"Though  we  Bve  In  different  countries, 
yby  did  they  use  precious  hfe  which 
have  been  endowed  to  human  beings  to 
«ych  atrocities?  X  don’t  understand  this, 
why  should  we  hate  each  other,  simply 
because  we  are  different  races? 

"Chaplain,  I  am  praying  that  the  Japa¬ 
nese  people  win  be  changed  and  that 
toey  should  never  do  any  atrocities  like 
those  —Sadako  Ishlmatsu.” 

t  am  not  a  Christian,  but  I  have  found 
winch  interest  In  Chrlstlanty  since  the 
termination  of  the  war. 

"Most  of  my  knowledge  of  dhrtstianity 
comes  from  the  Bible  and  from  other 
books  As  far  as  I  know  and  have  learned. 
Christianity  holds  quite  an  attraction  for 
Hi  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Christianity  or 
Rl  moral  Is  not  simply  s  way  of  think¬ 
ing.  but  also  a  way  of  living. 

"Shintelsm  or  Buddhism,  seems  to  be 
(be  “religion  #f  the  past  their  pbylo- 
nophv  is  not  as  Impressive  to  the  young 
people  as  Christianity. 

"These  two  religions  I  have  just  men¬ 
tioned  are  supported  by  conservatives 
who  are  doubt  not  a  little  trouble  by  the 
^Heading  in  Christianity  In  our  country. 

"At  last  we  have  been  given  a  privi¬ 
lege  which  we  have  never  had  until  to¬ 
day:  Freedom  of  Religion.  We  are  now 
free  to  think  and  believe  in  anything  we 
Please  we  are  at  last  freed  from  the 
felee  conception  and  distorted  views  that 
were  Imbedded  In  oar  minds  by  feudalis¬ 
ts  leaders  and  bigoted  people.— Yasuo 
Marla  (age  If)”

Editor  Duncan  says:  ‘Parents,  school 
Teachers,  church  and  Sunday  school 
workers  have  a  tremendous  respon¬ 
sibility  not  only  In  the  selection  of 
their  own  reading  matter,  but  in  guid¬ 
ing  the  child  and  youth  in  reading 
wholesome.
